Ambulance Men Get First-hand 
Experience in Bandaging 
tho Injured. 



Tlio following- Interesting letter 1ms 
been received from Lance-Corp. A. 
II. .McLean, former vice-president, of 
Arts '19, and a most popular mem- 
ber of his class. Ldncc-Corp. McLean 
enlisted during the summer in tho 
C.A.M.CV, and went .to Halifax some 
time ago. He gives a graphic uccount 
of tho scenes In Halifax at the time 
of the great disaster, which destroyea 
half the city. 

, Halifax, X.S., Dec. 16, 1917. 

Dear , I havo been pretty much 

on the hop since I enlisted on the 
first of October. It wasn't too bad In 
Montreal, although we had lotB of 
drill, etc., but we have had a taste of 
real war work in Halifax. Undoubt- 
edly you heard about disastrous 
explosion, that occurred here, and 
wish to know something about it. I 
am very glad to be ab|o to say that 
I came through U. all without a 
ccràtch. Our draft ' fortunately had 
jheen taken out to the drill grounds 
Just ten minutes before the explo- 
sion. 1 think that accounts, for our 
few casualties. Tho only men who 
were Injured were those on duty In 
barracks, and they received only a 
few face cuts, caused by the falling 
glass. Some mei^ belonging to an- 
other unit were killed by falling (tim- 
ber I» the sumo building. ' 

About five minutes after the ex- 
plosion, men , women and children 
could be seen rushing out to the com- 
mon, all covered with blood. Their 
wounds looked far worse than they 
l-eally were. We spent some time in 
showing these peoplo to our'dresslng 
station, and were .then sent to tha 
north end of the city, the district 
that had suffered most severely. Here 
we came In contact with the real 
work of the Army Medical Corps. The 
wounded were lying about every- 
where, some In the streets, but most 
of them amongst the ruins of their 
homes. We had practically no equip- 
ment with us, but we found drug 
stores near, and secured, all, the band- 
ages and antiseptics that we needed, 
Some busied themselves with band- 
aging, etc., and others carried : the 
stretchers. We had no real . stre' • 
ers, but boards with great coats and 
slicks served Its purpose. We work- 
ed during the entire forenoon, and 
well on in the afternoon at that sort 
of work, and then began the more 
disagreeable work of piling up the 
dead preparatory to being moved ' to 
tiie morgue. Nearly all the bodies 
were mangled terribly. I don't think 
that half the bodies that I picked up 
could even be identified. We dug up 
ruins* in search for bodies for two 
days, and belle\ye me, boy, the fel- 
lows of tho Montreal draft Were a 
pretty tired and dirty looking bunch 
.ill ose days. 

Since, then wc have been broken up 
Into small squads, and sent out for 
duty to the hospitals. Every man of 
tho draft is busy in some 'hospital or 
other. We work long hours, arid put 
up with many inconveniences, but it 
Is all to help a distressed people, and 
there Is 'no grumbling amongst'' us. 

We have no Idea when we shall (pro- 
ceed overseas. There is rJ rumour 
that we are to sail on Wednesday, 
but in my opinion we will be here for 
some time yet. 

I hope you are keeping things go- 
ing as usual at McGlll. We were al- 
ways a game bunch, and I am sure 
the class-will keep up Its good old re- 
cord, although It has lost many of 
Its members. Sometimes "when I'm 
hungry and I'm tired and I'm' dirty 
and I'm broke," I wish I was back 
with you. I think of the T. M. C. A. 
and the skating rink these days, and 
I really envy you. However, those of 
us who have joined the army are do- 
ing a big job. and God willing,' we'll 
be. back some day to .our Alma 
Mater stronger and better for our 
experience. 

I don't think I dare- take any' more 
time to this: lights will be out In a 
short time, and I'll have to get my 
bunk readv. 
Hi be crlad to got a letter fi

The following extract taken from a 
letter received by a McGlll man will- 
be of particular, interest to Ameri- 
cans attending McGill. 

"You will be interested to hear that 
McGlll Is on the approved list of 
scientific schools at the War Depart- 
ment and the office of the Provost 
General. 

The advantage of. this Is as fol- 
lows: If a yoûhg man attending one 
of these schools should be drafted in 
the next or subsequent draft, and 
should be found fit to enter the En- 
gineers' Reserve Corps, he would be 
furloughed back to the University for 
the- purpose of receiving his degree, 
and after his degree was secured he 
would return to the Reserve Corps. 
It Is my understanding that^ he must 
have a certain proficiency which must 
be certified to by the proper authori- 
ties of the University."

The Early Days of Jerusalem. 



"And Canaan nouai Sidon his first- 
born, ami Heth, and the Jcbusitc, and 
tho Araorlle, and tho Glrgaslte, and 
tho Hlvito, and the Arkitc, and the 
SInltc, and the Arvaditc and the Ze- 
marlto, and the Hamathlte; and af- 
terward were the .families' of the 
Canaanltes spread abroad." Those 
verses, taken from tho generation of 
tho sons of Noah, in the book of 
Genesis, contain the first mention 
known to man, of Jerusalem, for the 
Jebusltes were, of course, the inhabi- 
tants of Jebus, which, as the book ot 
Judges says, is Jerusalem. For cen- 
turies,- Indeed, the world believed that 
Jebus was tho old name of the Jebu- 
site city which was altered to Jeru- 
salem when David captured it. But, 
in 1890, this theory was mercilessly 
exploded. Ia that year, the discovery 
. of trie el-Amarna tablets disclosed the 
fact that as early as 1400 B. C. at any 
rate, or some five centuries before 
the time of David, Jebus, it ithe bull 
may bo forgiven, was known as Uru- 
sallin, -which in the Anglo-Saxon 
tongue is Jerusalem. Indeed, whether 
there ever was a Jebus on Mount 
Zlon is something over which the pun- 
j dits are still disputing.' 

Anyway, sometime early In the 
' Tenth Century before Christ, "all Is- 
rael gathered themselves to David 
\ unto Hebron." And David led Israel 
t to the ridge of the Jebusltes, unto 
TJrusallm; and Joab, the son of Ze- 
rulah, was the first to mount the 
walls, and so to become the captain 
of Israel. After that David? 1 himself 
kept his court In the castle of Zlon, 
and so ever since that time has Uri- 
salim been known as the city of Da- 
vid. »That was twenty-seven centur- 
ies i ago, and to-day some at all 
•vents of the troops of General Al- 



lenby have marched to the ridge of 
the Jebusltes over the very ground 
trotten by the feet of all Israel af- 
ter the elders had anointed David 
King: over Israel in Hebron. Here 
then in the castle of Zlon David llv- 
ad and ruled, and here after him his 
son Solomon lived and ruled, and 
bullded the great temple which bore 
his name, though the materials for 
It had been collected by his father. 

From the Captivity to Imperial 
Rome. j 

Some four hundred and twenty 
years after the mighty men of valor 
had climbed up the hill of the Jebu- 
sltos behind Joab, Nebuchadnezzar, 
the King of Babylon, came to Jeru- 
salem, and curried the people away 
into captivity. It was the beginning 
of Israel's sorrows, because, though, 
when Cyrus conquered Babylon, the 
people of Judah were permitted to 
return, with Ezra and Nehemlah, to 
Jerusalem, and to rebuild the temple, 
the Jews never were free again. OnV 
now, after twenty-four centuries of 
the lash of the Babylonian task-mas- 
ter, the ghetto of the Christian, and 
the bastinado of the Turk, does the 
pen of Mr. Balfour offer to Lord 
Rothschild, the descendant of the 
man who once declared that, if the 
Jews went back to Zion, he would 
ask to be -appointed permanent am- 
bassador in London, security for this 
very return of the Jewry to Jerusa- 
lem. 

Between tho hour of the proclama- 
tion of Cyrus, King of Persia, and 
the hour of the lettor written by Mr. 
Balfour, much has happened in Jeru- 
salem. It has seen Sanballat come 
down from Beth-horon, from whence 
the British troops have come to-day, 
and lie in wait to destroy tJe peo- 
ple as they labored on the wall. It 
has seen the dawn of the Christian 
era, the coming of tho Christ, the 
trial on the Pavement, and heard the 
roar of the Btorm over Calvary. 



Social systems can not be set up 
or pulled down like puppet shows; 
but grow out of given conditions nat- 
urally like living organisms, and all 
that we humun beings can do Is to 
study their growth, and to prepare 
for a coming social change if we see 
olio coming. The first to realize this 
truth was Karl Marx, the founder of 
modern socialism. Through him so- 
cialism ceases to be a dream of a 
few well-wishing men, and becomes 
u. theory of social evolution. 

Socialism is Modern. 

Socialism Is distinctly a movement 
of modern times. AVhcnever people 
are heard to make the trite state- 
ment that socialism has existed since 
time immemorial, they confound it 
with Utopian schemes. Tho Idea of 
socialism could not • have been con- 
ceived ere the production of wealth 
hail become social, as It Is to-day. 
One may say that the sqclallst move- 
ment was called Into life by eco- 
nomic conditions, which have sprung 
up within very recent periods. Tho 
small hand-tool or a few generations 
ngo developed by leaps and bounds 
Into the mighty modern machine; the 
small Individual shop Into tho gigan- 
tic factory of to-day. Productivity 
of labor increased a hundred fold. New 
desires, now wants camo into being 
while at the same time tho use ot 
electricity and of steam enabled man 
to encircle the globe with a hoop of 
steel, to introduce the modern sys- 
tem of production everywhere — to 
make of the world one large market 
through an' International economic In- 
terdependence. This Industrial re- 
volution, however, brought more than 
a mero Increase In production. It 
created new social classes, and rele- 
gated the old to tho dust; the nobles 
and warriors, a* leaders of society, 
gave way to the capitalist — the 
prince of Industry; the knight of the 
crag, as Cailylo says, made place for 
the knight of the money-bag. Among 
the non-owning classes a similar 
change occurred. The mode of pro- 
duction having changed, tho city be- 
came more important than the coun- 
try; machine industry more Impor- 
tant than agriculture; the modern 
wage worker took the place of the 
serf, and the handicraftsman. 

Hand in' hand with the enormous 
growth of wealth, tho poverty and 
wretchedness , of this newly formed 
working class increased to a fearful 
degree. Before the Introduction of 
large scale production such condi- 
tions could not exist. Then the in- 
dividual producer owned his own tools, 
and as for the difference between 
employer and employeo, it was 
scarcely worth speaking of. It was 
not only the wages that the appren 
tico cared for, but also for the ex 
periehce and knowledge of his craft 
which he acquired . nenr ills master. 
He ate at the master's table, mado 
lovo to his master's daughter, and 
oft-times became the son-in-law of 
his master. He himself expected at 
some future time to become an em- 
ployer and the ownor ot his own 
shop. But these conditions were to 
be totally changed by the thorough- 
going industrial revolution. To own 
tho now gigantic tool's of production 
became possible only to a small num- 
ber of the old manufacturers. They 
wero too costly, they required too 
much room and a vast number of 
"hands."!.' But to go on competing by 
means of -the old tools against the 
new and highly productive machines 
proved absurd. And consequently for 
the first time in human history wo 
find the worker divorced from his 
own tools, which he had been' using 
for ages. 

But the inexorable law of indus- 
trial evolution knows no retrogres- 
sion, and no mercy. The workers ra- 
ther than starve swarmed into the 
new factories, and from free tool- 
owning producers they became at a 
blow wage-workers, dependent on a 
small class who owned tho modern 
machines of production. 

But along with tho subjection of 
the masses to the modern capitalists, 
a new. and heretofore unknown ele- 
ment entered, namely, production be- 
comes social. . The Individual work- 
er no longer produced the whole 
product In his own little shop on lils 
own primitive 'tool, destined for a 
small and constant set of known con- 
sumers; henceforth ho performs but 
a trifling part of the product In a 
large shop, - side by side with his 
fellow -workers', and, no longer is 
consumption, but for the profit of 
his masters, for an indefinite market. 

Now in the beginning of this pro- 



production carried on for immediate 
ductive era work was comparatively 
easy to be found. But in proportion 
as labor saving devices were intro- 
duced the worker became more and 
more divorced from his work, and 
chronic unemployment becomes a 
part of the new system for several 
reasons. 

The division of labor grows inces- 
santly with the steady development 
of the machine; and specialization in 
industry without scarcely any re- 
quirement of experience begins to 
play the greatest role. The work 
which had once required a man's skill 
and a mature brain can now be ac- 
complished by a child. The machine 
stands forth ag the actual producer, 
man's function is to feed her. The 
labour of women and children is In- 
troduced as more profitable to the 
master-class, since their wages are 
smaller. And for the first time in 
human history, we witness . ame- 
bodled men asking for work and not 
able to get it, In an age when any 
amount of work Is to be done; for 
the first time in human history we 
witness the curious phenomenon of 
children feeding their ablo-bodled 
parents. 

Glutting of the Market. 

These conditions of unemployment 
are further maintained by what is 
known as the periodic glutting of the 
market. In mediaeval society produc- 
tion, as I said, was Individual, and 
carried on on a small scale. The 
machinery was adapted for Individ- 
ual use, and production was destin- 
ed for Immediate consumption, either 
ot tho producer himself or o f his 
feudal lord. Only where an excess 
of production over this consumption 
occurs Is such excess offered for 
sale, and enters Into exchange. But 
as a consequence of the Industrial 
revolution of tho unheard of devel- 
opment of the productive forces, ex- 
ce*s of supply over demand, or what 
Is known as glutting of the market 
takes place, and this In turn results 
i:i periodic crises, which spell the 
nn-st horrible of hells to the modern 
workers. Whole armies of them are 
put out of work for the simple rea- 
son that they had been producing too 
much, and since wages during nor- 
mal times are scarcely ever higher 
than Avhat will purchase tho neces- 
saries of flife, the workers, without 
;.ny thing to fall back upon, face the 
most dreadful times. Then the suf- 
ferings actually begin. What Is the 
monotonous slavish toll, day in, day 
out, compared with this Indefinite, 
cruel unemployment: Then despon- 
dency leads the men to drunkenness, 
the sons to crimes, and the daugh- 
ters to vice. The home of the work- 
er, that highly vaunted Institution of 
which you see Idyllic glimpses from 
time to time on the films, Is turned 
i: to a hothouse of wretchedness. But 
these crises assail the small business 
man as well, for ho is dependent up- 
on the workers for the sale of his 
goods, and annually vast numbers of 
little tradesmen Join the ranks of the 
job-seekers. 

Such conditions, especially Avhen 
found to be irremediable, are suffi- 
cient to convict the bourgeoisie, or 
owning class, of Incapacity further 
to manage their own social produc- 
tive forces. The socialists do not 
blame the individual members of the 
bourgeoisie, but they accuse the class 
as a class of being further unable to 
c:.rry on production, and at the same 
time they point to the only class— 
the workers— as able and as destined 
U save the wrecks of our system, and 
to build upon them a collective state 
ybere production will be carried on 
for use instead of for profit. 

The bourgeoisie have become a 
useless class, because they have out 
grown their function of organizing 
industry. In the beginning of the 
mh century, the Bourgeoisie was 
revolutionary. It had just emerged 
victorious from a strenuous battle 
against the church, and the feudal 
state. The feudal atmosphere of con 
stralnt, the straight Jacket system ot 
the mediaeval government was not 
In accordance with the growing am 
bitlons of the young bourgeoisie. Its 
members stood up In protest against 
the excessive concentration of the 
old regime. They spoke of freedom, 
of fraternity, of equality. But once 
tl-ey took possession, of tho political 
pewers, once they became masters of 
tho field, they changed their ideals-— 
they became reactionary. Up to that 
time they had made common cause 
v/lth the workers — calling all people 
exclusive of the clergy and tho no- 
bility — ic tier etat. Thenceforth 
they would have nothing to do with 
the workers. Tho struggle which 
had ceased between the bourgeoisie 
and the aristocracy was transferred 
to a new domain— it was now the 
workers against the bourgeoisie, 

But back to the former usefulness 
of the capitalists. Once they held 
control of the political machinery 
they directed all their attention to 
the organization of Industry. Disre- 
garding the sufferings of the work- 
ers for the moment, we must con- 
fess that the first capitalists proved 
masters In the development of in- 
dustry. Through their ambition the 
general productivity wag increased; 
trade expanded; and every nook and 
cranny In this world was sought out 
by the agents of this ambitious class 
to spread the gospel of capitalism. 

But gradually they dwindled Into a 
parasitic class — a coupon sharing 
class — leaving all the work to be 
done to hired men. Modern capital- 
ists may know little or nothing about 
the industries In which their money 
is invested. An English capitalist may 
invest in some railroad of China 
without ever going to China or know- 
ing anything about the merits of the 
railroad; a Chinaman may invest m 
the cotton Industry of South Caro- 
lina without knowing how this In- 
dustry Is carried on. Here and there 
a capitalist may exist who plays an 
important role in the management of 
J some Industry, but as a. rule the 
modern capitalists are parasites par 



excellence. Now. In order to keep 
their regime in order, they became re- 
trogressive and reactionary, resorting 
at times— at strikes, lockouts, etc. — 
to the most abominable means to in- 
timidate the workers; instead of be- 
ing liberal, as they were before the 
revolution — they tend to be narrow 
in outlook Instead of preaching as 
before, the freedom of man, they seek 
their aides de camp, the editors, the 
preachers, the teachers, to concen- 
trate their power. This tendency has 
become more marked in proportion as 
the revolutionary organizations of the 
workers have been strengthened. The 
bourgeoisie,, is fighting to-day the 
fight that the European nobility 
fought before the Revolution — the 
fight for self-preservation. 

The Socialists take the part now of 
the reA'olutionaries. They urge the 
workers to unite as a clos* and take 
over the control of the means of pro- 
duction — mills, mines, factories and 
workshops. By doing so the mater- 
ial dependence of man upon man 
ceases, and the last slaves in human 
history are freed. Then production 
being conducted for use of 'the com- 
munity will not allow of crises and of 
want?. Then parasites cease to ex- 
ist because once the means of pro- 
duction are made collective owner- 
ship, the possibility of exploiting will 
vanish. 

Diviaon of Wealth. 

?. - : . - / ■. 

One of the usual statements about 
socialism is that it seeks the dlvison 
of wealth. Not at all. A man may 
have any amount of consumable 
wealth and still not bo .able to sub- 
ject his fellow men. What really gives 
one class the power over another, Is 
not the consumable Avealth they pos- 
sess in horses, houses,_silk dresses, 
diamonds or such objects, but it is the 
ownership of tho instruments where- 
with wealth can bo produced. 

It is to these that thu people must 
have access in order to live, it Is 
these that are In the hands of a 
small, exclusive class, who in virtue 
of their ownership can dictate terms 
and who by means ot that owner- 
ship can exploit the masses; It is the 
ownership of these Instruments alone 
that socialism advocates. 

When I say that socialism urges 
this step I do not wish to Imply that 
socialism has been, or ds breeding 
antagonism between the two classes. 
The fact is that socialism is the child 
of that existing class, antagonism, 
just as the philosophy of the Ency- 
clopaedists was the putgrowth of the 
struggle which the bourgeoisie waged 
against the old regime. It is an an- 
tagonism which issues from the en- 
tirely divergent interests of the two 
classes. What is of benefit to the one 
class may at times be a detriment to 
the 'other. Take for example a la- 
bour saving machine. It avIH save 
the capitalist class In wages, in time, 
ill material; but the Introduction of 
the machine may result in great 
numbers of the workers being put out 
• of work temporarily. If the lowering 
of wages means a good thing for tho 
one, it is far from being wished for 
by the other class. In other words, 
what is meat for the one cluss may be 
poison for tho other, und which way 
you turn you are faced with the con- 
clusions—that since thé classes are 
divided by material interests there 
can be no reconciliation between 
them, and that the workers, in order 
to improve their condition permanent- 
ly, must rely upon no pne but them- 
selves. 

But furthermore let mo say thai 
the socialization of the means ot pro- 
duction, as advocated by the social- 
ists Is but a reflection of what Is 
really going on In present society. 
The methods of production are now 
largely social. The trusts and monop- 
olies have shown the possibility of 
co-operative production. They have 
also to a large extent eliminated tho 
element of waste by various ways. 
The tendency is for the chief indus- 
tries to be concentrated into fewer 
and fewer hands. In some countries 
the state has taken over the control 
of the means of transportation and 
communication; the post offlco sys- 
tem, the educational Institutions, like 
schools, colleges, libraries, hospitnls, 
parks, In short, public utilities of all 
kinds, have entered gradually Into the 
control of the community. From this 
to tho taking over of tlio principal 
means of production is but a step, 
and requires for its consummation 
tho education of the working class. 
The socialist parties throughout the 
world are carrying on an untiring 
propaganda through tjieir locals, their 
speakers and their literature. But not 
only by mere education do the so- 
cialists expect to win their end. 

History lias taught them that each 
class In power 'has only been able to 
maintain its power through the state. 
The state, as tor instance during the 
feudal ages, formed the backbone of 
the noblesse, and the latter used its 
judiciary, Its courts, its laws, Its mili- 
tary for purposes of repression. The 
same applies to the modern master- 
class. It Is the modern state which 
stands forth as representative of tho 
capitalist class; makes war for them 
against other nations whenever It is 
to their interests to do so; sends pol- 
ice to club the workers whenever the 
latter show signs of rebellion; in 
short, protects and defends Its in- 
terests externally and internally. 
What socialists aim at is to come 
Into possession of tho state machin- 
ery, and then through the state as 
represented by the members of the 
\vorklng class to take over the prin- 
cipal means of production to bo own- 
ed collectively for tho common good. 
Then, when the law will be that he 
who shall not work also shall not 
eat, parasites shall cease to exist. 
Then tho productivity of the com- 
munity will be highly increased by 
utilizing all that are at present un- 
employed or otherwise unproductive 
Then an era of comfort and security 
will bo ushered In when human life 
will bloom and expand as only poets 
have dreamed of.

Tell the reason I cabled for 

winter clothing was because of the 
terrific cold which comes on every 
night and lasts until- noon. Frost 
nearly every night. I haven't slept 
with my clothes off for over ten 
weeks. I get under the covers with 
trousers, shirt, . stockings (2 pair), 
sweater, coat, hat and sometimes 
moccasins, and oven then sleep very 
little It is so cold. Moat peculiar 
weather imaginable; by noon It be- 
comes so fearfully hot that we some 
times take even our shirts off. Imag 
lne what we look like when .wc have 
driven for a few miles in dust that 
prevents our seeing - more than 20 
yards ahead, without goggles (too 
hot), and sweating streams. Then 
imagine wjiat we feci like when re 
turning to camp at night most froz- 
en, too. tired to cat and too cold to 
wash— great life 

My equipment has worked out won- 
derfully, especially the two pairs of 
socks— that was a good idea; my shoes 
ore wearing very well considering the 
hard usage they get. The only things 
I have found useless are the leather 
puttees and my camera out here. If 
we arc fortunate enough to have a 
visit paid us by a house-hoat we get 
a little washing done, otherwise wo 
go dirty and throw our clothes away 
when we take them off. My personal 
appearance is horrible; I had my head 
shaved before we came out here ten 
weeks ago, and haven't had my hair 
trimmed since, my teeth are all black- 
ened (as are everyone's), due to a 
certain kind of jam we eat, my 
trousers are all grease, dirt and 
patches, and I haven't had t hot bath 
for twelve weeks. What's worse, I 
don't seem to care very much. I 
can't ,be any filthier, and better times 
aro coming surely. As yet we have 
had very few fleas, and lice, and 
other vermin, but have suffered hell- 
ishly from little sores that come out 
all over us, which are due to the 
food, we are told; sometimes they 
fester and run and are very uncom- 
fortable when one is as filthy as we 
are. But on the vfrhole we are satis- 
fied that what we have done has been 
of some use, though God knows its 
a full man's Job. 

I am all alone to-day as my car 
has a leaky radiator, which is being 
repaired; that's the first trouble of 
any kind we have had, and when you 
consider that this . truck has, been 
loaded to ' full capacity at least five 
times a week for two and a half 
years, you 'can gain some idea of 
what stuff they are made of. 

I can't write, much more now, as a 
package containing cigarette»,' tobac- 
co, chocolate and chewing gum has 
just arrivéd'. *■ tye Boy; maybe that

Perhaps my one greatest wish 1 
have had since In this country was 
realized a few nights ago. I went in 
to the French trenches for a few 
minutes; to be sure, for only a few 
minutes, but that little trip was 
worth three months' work. I imag- 
ine you will be interested, so I will 
recount the experiences In full. Six 
cars started out for the front laBt 
Saturday night at eight o'clock. We 
didn't realize when we started that 
our unloading point was very close 
to the lines, but It turned out to be 
Just behind a rise less than 800» 
metres from the Bosch lines, about 
000 metres from the French lines. In 
the course of unloading, two of our 
camions became so badly. mired that 
lit was necessary to leave us behind 
to wait for a huge four wheel drive 
tractor to pull us out. The other 
boy who waited with me was one of 
my trallor matos, and he speaks ex- 
cellent French. We at once decided 
that t\>o opportunity of a lifetime 
was before us, and decided not to let 
It slip if we could help it. John (my 
companion) Immediately parleyed 
with the French Lieutenant at the 
dug-out, and ho agreed to take us In- 
to the third line trenches, provided 
we would, take all the responsibil- 
ity of being "copped." We ' readily 
consented,' and the three of us start- 
ed out. We rode up to the base of 
the little rise In a small rallt-oad cart 
drawn by horses, and you should 
have seen the Frenchmen ' along the 
way stare at us— probably thought 
we were demented. There appeared 
very llttsie doing— Just a few star 
shells, and once in a while a burst 
o; machine gun fire. We entered the 
Une trenches through some rather 
shallow communication trenches, per 
pendlcular to the lines, and after 
about 100 yards found ourselves in 
the third line trenches. It was very 
dark, and we could aee but little ex- 
cept dark figures huddled together 
talking in very low whispers.' These 
trenches had no foot boards, and were 
quite a bit too high to see over. We 
walked up and down for about 200 
yards, without seeing hardly any- 
thing except star shells and an oc- 
casional troop or battalion of infan- 
try exchanging places, but It was a 
weird sight, believe me, to see them 
sneaking through the communication 
trench up to "le premiere ligne." Ev- 
ery once in a while a star shell 
would light up the trench for an In- 
stant, bringing out in bold relief the 
long coated soldiers, and the high 
black parapets. I was, however, quite 
disappointed with the appearance of 
the trench, and wanted to go up one 
more, but the Lieutenant wouldn't let 
us without some other "ligne Lieuten- 
ant's" consent. Just as we. were

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up, and after a few minutes' wrang 
ling, and the more or less Judicious 
use of a bit of the coin of the realm 
he agreed to take us, but only to the 
second Une. This was much better, 
much nearer my conception of a 
trench. It had floor boards and the 
step along the front side on which 
the soldiers stood when on duty 
awaiting an attack o!' just watching. 1 
believe I've never felt Just the same 
feeling as I felt In that trench. With- 
out any warning or any apparent ob- 
ject the Bosche would let a machine 
gun go for a few seconds every min- 
ute or two. We could hear the bul- 
lets spat into the parapet and feel 
the little pebbles as they fell down 
Into the trench. Believe me, we duck- 
ed down to the ground to the great 
delight of the Frenchmen. It was 
mighty hard to keep from looking 
over the' top. You know how It is 
sometimes when "You're near some 
thing dangerous— you want to get a 
little nearer and sec what happens. 
We asked the Captain if we could 
look through the periscope, and ae 
took us right up to a sentinel and let 
us glance through this machine out 
at "le premiere ligné 1 * and "no man's 
land." Of course It was too dark to 
see much except when the star shells 
would go UP. then you could see con- 
siderable for a second or two— the 
French first line, untold amount of 
barbed wire, and then in the distance 
a flapji from a machine gun — that's 
all we saw of "new Germany," but 
it was quite enough for that night. I 
was quite willing to go back when 
our Lieut, whispered "allons," after 
seeing what we've pictured to our 
selves for three years, but never 
dreamed of witnessing in person. 

When I came out I was sopping 
wet with perspiration, although the 
night was bitter cold. That look 
through the pertsbope lasted perhaps 
twenty seconds, but It will take years 
to dim the picture I beheld and the 
feeling I had when I realized that I 
wa s scarcely 300 yards from the 
Bosch. .
